The new states combined to form 
the Commonwealth of Independent States and Yeltsin announced plans to see 
ownership of businesses to private citizens in his state, moving the economy towards 
a free-enterprise, democratic system. As time passed, textbooks and communistic 
studies becoming more and more obsolete, students regarded the decline in com- 
munism with happiness and relief. They were glad to see the former Soviets out 
from under the oppression of communism. Relief came from the realization that 
the world’s two most powerful countries would see eye to eye on the principles of 
freedom and democracy.
